HOUSTON, Tex., November 23.—A spe- 


cial to tbe Post from Morgan, Tex., says: 
Joseph K. Blauther, alma Forbea, com- 
mitted suicide in the Meridian jail iu 
this county on March 2d last. 


Envelopments of the last tew days 


. brine to light that Blanther waa the 
eelf-confeaEBd perpetrator of oven more 
startling crimes than waa tbe murder of 
Mrs. Lan^teldt in Saa Fraucieco, for 
which he waa hunted. While Blanther 
waa incarcerated in the Meridian jail 
there waa also a fellow prisoner named 
Pitta, who was arrested on some minor 
charge end occupied tho coll adjoining 
that of Blanther, 
Fitta 


now livea near Iredell, ia this county, 
and is known to' have converged with 
Blanther during hia two or three days' 
confinement. 


In a letter to Word, Diller & Word, 


attorneys ot Meridian, under date of 
November 22d, Mr. Fitta encloses a let- 
ter from Blauther and says: "I have 
been looking through some papers thatl 
had on Bight iu the jail at Meridian and 
I find the enclosed sheet, which epflaka 
for itaelf. The papers alluded to here 
worked through a hole in my pocket, 
hence the delay in not discovering them 
sooner. I now remember tbat Forbea or 
rather Blanther asked me on tbe even- 
ing ho took tbe poiaou which coat waa 
mine of several that were hanging in 
the cell he occupied. 


"I nevar thought further of tbe ques- 


tion ho asked until I fonnd the letter he 
wroto. I aend it to you for the reason 
that you know who to notify in Califor- 
nia. I hope thai may be worth some- 
thing to you in the way of Eaving I)ur- 
xant of California, who, I understand, is 
sentenced to death for killing »Misa La- 
ment." 


Following is the Blanther letter: 


MERIDIAN JAIL. 


To Mr. Pitta:—AB thia ia my last day 


ou earth I wish to say that I cannot die 
without telling a truth. I tnnrdereti 
Mrs. LauE-feldt, aleo Blanche Lament 
and Minnie Williams. T put tbia in 
your coat pocket and hope you will find 
it in time to save the live of Darrant. It 
may alao bo of service to Mr. Womack 
in getting hia reward money. I want 
you to have my watch for your kindness 
to me. You have my best wishes aud 1 
hope your troubles will end, bnt not as 
mine.

The letter written by Blanther waa 


compared with a letter written by him 
to County Treasurer Eandle, while he 
(Slanther) was teaching school at Kop- 
pert, thia county, and tbe identification 
10 pronounced to ba beyond doubt.

Bank of Meridian eaye it compares favor- 
ably with Blanther'e handwriting, while 
others have hesitancy in pronouncing 
the last- as written by Blanther. The 
original written confesaion is now In the 
poaaeaaion of Word, Dillar & Word of 
Meridian, who will notify the San Fran- 
ciaco officials of the BUrtliuR confession.

Langfeldt, about eighteen months ago,

Blanther bad murdered all three, it 
being claimed that there were certain 
points of similarity, in tbe three mur 
dere. 


At the time of the Langfeldfc murdei 


Durrant had already been ia jail for a 
year and the police scouted the idea o 
any one bnt the prisoner having com 
mitted the crimes. The police are con 
fident that the Emmanuel church mur 
derer is still alive and in Rcm Quentin 
prison. While recognizing the poaeibil 
ity of error, the authorities are never 
thelesa convinced that the? have the 
right man in the person of Darrant. 


The flllejed confession of Blanthe 


will probably prove a powerful weapon 
of defense in the hands of Durrani's at 
torneys, who are utilizing exery avails 
ble pretert for delaying the eiecutioi 
of their client.

BARCELONA, November 23.—General 


Wuylor, addressing a number o! hie 
riends shortly after ht^-arrival here, 
expressed great regret at hia recall from 
Duba, adding that he was particularly 
tnnoyerl at the attitude of certain news 
>apsrs, which had declared that he fav- 
ired the insurgents. Continuing, the 
general remarked; "Spanish soldiers, 
jowever, have the same contempt for 
;hBEB papers as they have for fili- 
busters." 


Referring to tbo concentration of tbe 


3uhan peasants near tbo towns of that 
aland, General Weyler explained that 
ie deemed such a step necessary, be- 
cause the"? were "apies and the most de- 
voted friends of the enemy." 


In regard to autonomy, the former

$2,900,000, the total appropriation, be 
expended in the building of a harbor o f ' 
refuge or breakwater, leaving tbe harbor , 
for commerce for somo future appropria- 
tion?" Congress has not madeitaelf clear 
upon the point, and the secretary of war 
will endeavor to determine the point by 
asking tha opinion of tho attorney gen- 
eral.

Under thin law I would not take the 


responsibility against my own judgment 
Of advertising B part of the work when I 
was sure—and bed received tbe same as- 
surance from members of congress who 
lad voted for the hill—that it was tbo 
ntont that the harbor of commerce and 
of refuge should be completed within 
;hat appropriation. However, theopin- 
,on of the attorney general relieves mo 
of that responsibility. 


By examining this act, however, you 


will see that there is not one dollar ap- 
propriated for the work, nor can there be 
until the present congress shall act in 
the matter.

THE CONGREGATE SYSTEM. 


The Examiner has several times within 


the past week or two criticised tbe con- 
aragate system in our state prisons. We 
believe that it cannot be gainsaid that 
the congregate system ia a bad one and 
fails altogether in one of the most im- 
portant objects of the confinement of 
criminals—reformation. In days gone hy 
prisons were regarded merely aa places 
of punishment. There was no thought 
of endeavoring to awaken the moral 
sonae of the "confirmed criminal"; no 
thought of preventing the man who had 
committed but one offense, and who was 
not inherently vicious, from 
falling 


further. But in this enlightened age it 
is generally admitled that our penal 
system shonld be reformatory ss well as 
punitive, yet wo persist in maintaining 
a method of dealing with offenders 
against Ihe law that defeats the former 
otject. 


The evils of the congregale system are 


clearly portrayed in a letter written by 
an inmate ol San Qnentin, Robert Lou- 
den, part of which Ihe Examiner repro- 
duces. Louden is serving a term for 
embezzling the fuuda of Matin county. 
He says:

Xew York, November lo, 1897. 


The absorption o! this town in itself 


IB the principal reason why strangers 
who come to settle in it are ao rapidly 
naturalised. Any man who has been 
reared in a village eoon feels perfectly at 
borne in Sew York. If he baa been 
brought up in some other city it takea 
longer to transform him into a New 
Yorker. For in this latter caae the man 
is accustomed to regard the remainder 
of the world aa larger and more import- 
ant than the bit of it which he inhabits 
and takea some interest in what ia hap- 
pening to the rest of mankind. Ha is 
free from the villager's hahitof think- 
ing, due to isolation, that hie own affaire 
•and those of his fellow villagers prop- 
erly rank Uret in human interest. They 
naturally do to the village mind, and in 
thia the villager is at one with the New 
Yorker. So very much happens here 
that th« inhabitant—if ha bo a creature 
of bia environment, as every man but 
one in a thousand bocouiea—really haa 
no time for what ia beyond Manhattan 
island, and very few can keep thein- 
eelvea acquainted with what ia done 
within ita borders. Everybody outside 
of those borders ID more or leaadespised, 
and in proportion to distance. A man 
may not even make hia home in Brook- 
lyn or on the Jersey shore without find- 
ing use for the courage needed to stein 
the current of public opinion. A flat in 
Harlem, an hour Iroin the city hall, 
coats thred timea as much as a nice 
houpe three times aa large, an hour to 
the east or west of the city; but if you 
camp in the fiat you "live in New 
York," and multitudes of poor Cock- 
neys pay the price in money and hard- 
Bhip for" this distinction rather than 
dwell comfortably ontaide the Bacred 
limits. 


Ts'ew York is the most provincial town 


in the United States, if provincialism 
means pride of locality and ignorance 
of other places, other customs, other 
manners. Nowhere in the United States 
ia leas known of tba United States, nor 
BO little desire felt for knowledge oi the 
country at large. It ia particularly the 
business of journalista to keep them- 
selves free from distorting local preju- 
dices and to inform themselves of public 
opinion. Yet I know newspaper men 
who write editorials every working day 
of the year who never BOO a newspaper 
other than those of New York And few 
jourualistB read half the daily newspa- 
paro published here. There are so inauy 
that there's no time for It. It is the ex- 
change editor, searching for opinions in 
Support of hia paper's political policy, 
who leta moet of us know that there is a 
prega in the United States and that it 
has a brain and a voice, and possibly 
.some influence in politicu. 


New York ia very large, and mistakes 


its largeness for greatness. Also the 
New Yorker ie, consciously or uncon- 
saidualy, given to* imputing to himaelf 
bis city'e superiority in size and import- 
ance. That is why be is often aston- 
ished at the result of national election?, 
and always surprised when, like Grover 
Cleveland, he goes "as far West" as 
Buffalo, or takes his life in bis band and 
ventures cm to the dark recesses of the 
continent and sees Chicago, St, Louis or 
Cleveland. To encounter in thoae bar- 
barous regions men who are as tall and 
apparently aa civilized as himself con- 
fuses his mind, and only a return to 
New York and ita modest atmosphere 
restores him to his rieht mind and self- 
satisfaction. 


And although the rest of the Union 


Hants New York's conceit of itself, New 
York is, after all, accepted at ita own 
valuation. 


"Reputation," an author said to me 


recently, "travels from the Bast to tbe 
West in thia country, and very seldom 
•the other way. For years I wrote in 
tbe West and wrote as well aa I do now, 
but nobody here ever heard of me. 
Then I came to New York and made a 
New York reputation. That means a 
national one. Look at Blank," he illus- 
trated, mentioning the name of a man of 
talent, "be baa written hid books in San 
Francisco, and what hae become of 
them? 
Blown out over the Pacific 


-ocean, I suppose, for they are unknown 
here. If they bad been written in New 
York they would have been blown 
through on t tbe continent, and instead 
-of being lost at aea would have made 
him famous." 


News sent out from New York carries 


with it the New York measnre.and that 
: measure is respected in all the newspa- 
per offices oi all the states. A johnny 
who quarrels witb a chorus girl here 
geta a hundred fold the renown as a 
rake that can be achieved by a man who 
rune of! witb the wife of the governor 
of a great western etate. Let an idle, 
dissipated lad of fortune elan another of 
the same kind ovar night in a New York 
ealoon, and his name becomes national 
property, whereas a humble Tesan or 
Californian who wipes out half a dozen 
enemies witb bis revolver haa to be con- 
tented with local distinction merely, 
and a languid paragraph in tbe metro- 
politan press, which gives pa^ea and 
pictures to the slap iu the New York, 
saloon, 


The fact that the world ia inhabited 


by little people and that they are every- 
where much alike haa been brought 
home to me again withiu the laat two 
weeks. New York haa been profoundly 
stirred by the opening of a new hotel, 
the Astoria, and it ia talking—at least 
the newspapers are—with a good deal of 
excitement about a new restaurant, 
Delmonico's, that is about to be opened. 
Presumably tbe press of the United 
States haa been privileged to share by 
wire in the pleasurable sensations in- 
duced by these two momentous events. 
It all sent me back to Virginia City, 
Nevada, in tbe Bonanza days, when the 
whole camp got drank and felt prond 
and put on airs tbe night Dick Brown's 
Silver Palace saloon on South C 'street 
flung open ita portals for the first time 
and let us see tbe trade dollars imbed- 
ded in the floor and the twenty-five foot 
mirror behind the glittering.bsr. 


New York haa been politically bewil

It ia now tbe opinion, the re- 
stored opinion, of the metropolis that it 
ia onca more pivotal and predominant.

It 
CUQW& little about finance and cares less, 
mt it ia in earnest in its hostility to the 
rule of the plutocracy. I know that 
Henry George felt disappointed

Bryan, whom be, though not a free 
silver man, had championed. A follower 
of George, one of the managers of hia 
campaign and a'oretime Bryan enthusi- 
ast, said to me within a few days: 
"Since Mr. Bryan doesn't know the 


sound of hia own hell when he hears it, 
jt» can't ring one that I'll follow with a 
warm heart any 
more. Tammany 


gnored Bryan and the Chicago plai- 
brm, and'yet Bryan was afraid to in- 
dorse the George movement, which up- 
held tho banner. Bryan's silence re- 
veals two things: that he's too much of 
i politician and too narrow a man to 
leed the movement which we call Bry- 
anism. I'm for free Biker, but I'm for 
other things besides, and ao are all tiue 
iJryanites. We're bound to overthrow 
,ho rule of money in thia country, and 
n order to do that something more 
han Iti to lisneeded. If Bryandoeen't 
;row with the movement and broaden 
witb it, he'll be left behind.

Yet you may cross either 
river and in beautiful aurbnrban vil- 
lages—which have the populations of 
Western towns—rent a pretty houae 
with every modern appointment for a 
sixth part of tbe earn that the eame 
accommodations would cost in the city.

At the meeting of the Sin Joaquin' 


Valley Teachers' Association in this city 
a few weeks ago a committee was ap- 
pointed, npon the suggestion of State 
Superintendent Black, to draft plans for 
the certification of teachers and report 
them to the state association, which 
rill be in session in San Francisco tbe 
latter part of next month. This com- 
mittee held ita first meeting at the high 
school building; in this city yesterday, 
and thoae present were Superintendent 
M. E. Dailey of Freano, A. M. Ayera oi 
Hanford, C. J. Walker of Tulare, and 
J. W. Evans of Selma. 


Lettera were received in rc^ird to tha 


subject under cDnaideratioa from Pro- 
fessor E. E. Brown of the State Univer- 
sity, Superintendent S.T. Black, Prin- 
cipal RUter of tho Chico normal school 
and Principal Pierce of Los Angelas. 


The committee first considered the 


issue of certificates for 
high school 


teachers. It WAS the unanimous opin- 
ion that there should be a change frooi 
the present system of having connty 
boards of education examine the qualifi- 
cations of the instructors. In many 
counties the boards are not competent 
to hold the exnmiuatiana, the members 
uoL possessing those qualifications tUey 
should require of the teachers. 


Under the present system of each 


connty for itself there ia no uniformity 
of requirements, aa there should be. 
This alao applies to the teachers in tho 
grammar and primary grades. 


The committee was agreed that the 


certification of high school instructors 
flhould be placed iu the bauds of tlm 
State Board of Education. If necessary 
this body should be empowered to ap- 
point special examiners to hold tbe 
examinations in different parts of tbe 
state, for the convenience of applicants. 
When a teacher ia given a certificate 
the committee thought it ought to be 
recognized in all the counties of the 
state. At present the instructor is re- 
quired to hold an authorization from the 
board of the county in. which he tenches, 
and if he goes to another county he 
must submit to another examination 
there as to his qualifications. 


Superintendents Dailey and Walker 


were appointed a sub-corniniLteu to 
formulate a report for preeentation to 
the state association. It IB generally , 
conceded that there ought to he a i 
change in the system, and the dwaire is 
to have the ideas of teachers from all 
parts of the state submitted when the 
asacoiation taken up consideration of the 
matter. 


The certification of teachers for the 


primary and grammar grades was re- 
ferred to Principals Ayera and Evans 
for the preparation of a report. While 
no decision was arrived at it seemed to 
be tbo opinion of the committee that 
there shonld be no distinction between 
primary and grammar grade; the quali- 
fications for both should be the same, 
and the certificates should be known as 
those of the elementary grade. It wan 
thought beat tbat the examination in 
the lower grade should be left to the 
couriiietf, but that the requirement 
should be more uuiiuiiu over the state

The Selma people arc anxious to be on-^ 
ie line of extension of the San Joaqnin 
icctric system and are taking active 
tepo toward inducing the company to 
uild by way of Selma.

"We have made satisfactory arrange- 


ment a with tbe H. G. Lacy Company 
of Ilnnforn', whereby sufficient power is 
takeu to justify ua in constructing a Hne 
to Hanford. Hanford is -a bustling lit- 
tle city and we expect to furnish a large 
amount of power down there in the near 
future. The Hanford people Bg_ree to. 
take 150 horae power OB a minimum, 
and it is likely 200 horse power will be 
required to supply tha town with light 
and power. The line between here and 
Hanford, if built by way of the Valley 
road, would be about thifty milea long. 
By way of Selma it would be two miles 
longer. The construction of the exten- 
sion will be commenced at an early date, 
and we hope that tbe Selma people will 
be prepared to secure the line. Selma 
is a good, solid town and has prospects 
of considerable growth in. the near fq^ 
tore.

The 
electric current will be aent over the 
wired at 19,000 volts, and will reach 
Hanford with 17,000 volts. The high 
voltage metnad' of transmission avoids 
the gTtat Irtfrdnder the old system and 
makes the project of transmitting power 
to Hanford feasible. At present we are 
transmitting power forty-five miles. 


"We contemplate increasing 
the 


power of OH' plant from 1400 to 2000 
horae power. Hereafter all tbe power 
will be transmitted over tha lines at a 
much higher voltage. At present the 
power is sent over tbe line at 11,000 
volts, bnt this will be changed HO that 
19,000 volts will be sent." 


The gentlemen were asked in regard 


to tbe possibilities of an electric trolley 
car service between Hanford and Fresno, 
but they did not care to discuss the sub- 
ject. Mr. Seymour aaid he firmly be- 
lieved that inaide of a few years tho 
whole valley would he covered with a 
rapid transit electric car service. Ten 
trains conld be run over the'rails at a 
cost of one with steam as the motive 
power. This would give a frequent and 
convenient service to the people if in- 
augurated.

death. 


The prisoner belongs to that vicioui 


It waa 
an evil day when Ma Gee eaw the 
pretty little girl who waa making happy 
the bome of her indnatrions and peace* 
loving parents at Fowler. The high- 
hinder at once figured on her monetary 
worth, when he should offer her for eale 
to a keeper of some brothel, and he at 
once set to wort to devise a plan to steal 
the Kirl.

He 
crept up to the window of the bedroom, 
aud, reaching in, snatched her from 
peaceful elnmber. Not far distant he 
had hia team in waiting, and it was not 
Jong till the highbinder waa speeding 
away with his captive to eell her into a 
loathsome life of shame. 


But, thanks to the energetic efforts of

Begin at Once. 


A Matter of Serious Importance 


to Vineyardists—Destroy 


the Weeds. 


To destroy the vine hopner peat ia a 


matter that should rereive the immedi- 
ate attention oi all viueyarJUte. The 
threatened reappearance of tne *htipa 
next summer makes it urgent that the 
growers should ute energetic meaeurCB 
at once to prevent tbe hit.ernating of tbe 
insecta. 


By united effort much can uDdoubt- 


edly be done to largely diminish, at 
leaat, the reproduction of the insecta 
next season, and of aticli importance ie 
ttia matter that the work BhouM be 
commenced imwediatelv. The heavy 
damage the pest iniiieted on tUia year's 
crop is welt known. Tbe quantity and 
quality of tbe yield Buffered severely. 
The coppers bad been increasing in 
number steadily for eome yfars, but not 
until the past summer did tbey become 
BuiBciehtly numerous to have serious 
effect on the vines. 


Tbe prospect ia that unless checked 


the past will reappear in the spring in 
greater numbers than ever before, as 
they reproduce on an alarming eoale. 
Of course climatic or other conditions 
may check their propagation, but tho 
situation is such that tne farmers can- 
not afford to depend on these agencies 
of destruction. 11 peema to bo the unan- 
imous opinion of all those who have 
studied the hoppers tbat they will be 
fully aa uameroua nest year aa tbey 
were last season. 


At tbe Slate Fruit (.irowfira' conven- 


tion at Sacramento the pest was tbe 
subject of consideration on Thursday 
evening, and entne valuable 6UgR63tiona 
were made. Alexander Crane, in dis- 
cussing the matter, eaM tbat tbe tun pa 
would aooa diminish if vineyards were 
thoroughly cleaned up and vegetation 
along tbe roads and other places where 
tbe hoppers paaa iho winter and lay 
their egga were removed. 


This is an idea which shouM at once 


be acted upon in Fresno county. Gen- 
erally speaking the vineyards do not af- 
ford places for the insects to hibernate, 
for the leaves and hmph are all burned. 
But there are localities to which atten- 
tion might well be given. 


The vegetation alone tho highways, 


canals and ditches is a very favorable 
place for the retreat of the pest and its 
propagation during tbe winter. There 
are enough weeds in theae uncultivated 
places to protect millions of tbe insects, 
aud when they and their young get 
ready to fly in the aprin^ they will 
make their "way into the vineyards in 
destructive swarms. 


Some action should be taken at ouce 


to destroy this vegetation. It ie a mat- 
ter which would seem to come within 
tbe province of the horticultural com- 
mieaioners. The irrigation companies 
owe it to their patrons to keep the banks 
of their canals free from weeds where 
the thrip may lurk, and from the harm- 
ful Johnson erase as well. Those in au- 
thority should see that this is done, if 
the law gives them tbe power. 


Tbe county government could well 


afford to take tbe matter in hand. A 
reasonable expenditure of money from 
tbe treasury would be justifiable wben 
the welfare of theleadlngindustry of the 
countj 
IB involved. 
The wceda ana 


other growth alone the roads should be 
cleaned up, botu in tbe interest of tbe 
vine industry and that of good high- 
ways as wall. 


When the damage that tbe hoppers 
ay cause again ia considered, the out- 


lay of eomo hundreds of -dollaro by the 
county wonld not he received with dis- 
approval of taxpayers.

Whole Streets Swept by the 


Flames. 


Over §25,000,000 Worth of Prop 


erty Destroyed by 


the Flames. 


LOSDON, November 19.—One of the 


most disastrous firea in London's his- 
toryfiincethe great fire of 166G broke 
out in a large block of buildinga lying 
eastward o! Alderagate street and be- 
tween that thoroughfare and Red Groan 
atreet just after 1 o'clock thia afternoon. 


The flames were fanned by a strong 


wind and were fed by highly inflamma- 
ble stocka of Christmas fancy goods and 
fl!m«y dreaa materials of all deacriptiona 
that filled every floor of the aix-atory 
building in the old street. Consequently 
tho conflagration gained headway with 
surprising rapidity and wan soon far be- 
yond the possibility of being checked by 
the few engines which were early on the 
acene. 


For four hours and a half the flamea 


had their own way, and it was only 
after more than 100 enEinea had worked 
an hour that the chief of tha fire bri- 
gade sent ont the signal that the fire waa 
under control. 


At 11 o'clock tonight the fire is still 


the dcene of great excitement. Fifty en- 
gines are playing upon the ruina, wagona 
are hurrying up coal, and tons of water 
are pouring into the liery debris. 


Thousands of people are trying to pen- 


etrate the cordon maintained by a thou- 
sand policemen, 
reinforcements 
for 


whom were hurried up when, BOOU after 
6 o'clock, an increase in the outbreak led 
Commander Wells to make a requisition 
for more engines upon tho outlying Bta- 


The scene must occupy the fire brigade 


for eeveral days and practically in view 
of tho crave danger of the collapae of 
sheila of buildings, which fall now and 
again with a loud report. The latest 
accounts indicate that nearly it uaadred 
warehouEea have been destroyed. 


Tha ercitement among the onlooker?, 


who crowded every possible point of 
view, wtis very great, p.a may be judged : 
by the fact that tbe firemen had to bo 
repeatedly rescued by the aid ot tire es- 
capes from buildings which had caught 
fire, after the firpmeu had mounted to 
their roofa Lo Bj-ht the fl imea in adjoin- 
ing structures. 


ThH rescue of operatives by the faremnn 


men ol hoatfl oi clerks who ware trying 
to save booka and valuable papers from 
the lira and tha rushing here and there 
of many employes who were attempting 
to curry to plaeoa of aafoty costly mer- 
chandise or othnr valuables, added to 
tno confusion. The heat waa BO intense 
that several firemen wera obliged to di- 
rect their operations under showers of 
water poured upon them. 


But in spite of the exertions of the 


firemen the tire crept on very ateadily 
nntil Nicholl Square, which ia aitnated 
>t the far end of Hamsel street, waa 
reached. 
A little after 2 o'clock a dozen hoae- 


bives, each with a twdlve-foot spread, 
poured water into the blaza from an op- 
posite roof, from the street below and 
from the burning premises themselves, 
hut it did not aeem to Have any effect. 
The water ruahed ont ot the wmdowa 
and from tbe ground floor like a water- 
fall, while the flaraea leaped hiehor and 
higber, and as the fluora fell in the 
glace still blazed, a gigantic display of 


re aud smoke, till tao building waB 


completely destroyed and the walls fell 
over.

The confusion in the ctreets mcraaaed 


as the fire spread. Suddenly there waa 
an explosion of gaa meters, sounding 
like the reports of Gold guns, followed 
by a momentary guah. After that the

Such was thu \vrdict returned 
last evening by the jury before which 
the defendant has baen on trial for the 
past few days.
